ii.  Nursiijg;  arrangements.  Hospitals  and  other  Institutions  available 

for  the  District. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  the  District  is  under 
the  County  Council,  and  one  trained  Nurse  is  in  attendance. 

There  are  two  trained  Nurses  worhing  in  the  district,  one  for 
district  worlc  and  the  other  for  maternity  cases.  These  are  super¬ 
vised  by  a  Committee,  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions.  A  small 
cha.rge  is  made  to  those  who  require  the  Nurses’  services  and  do  not 
subscribe;  necessitous  cases  are  attended  free. 

There  is  a  Poor  Law  Institution  end  Hospital  in  the  District, 
also  a  Cotte.ge  HospiteJ  end  Arbulence  feuCilities. 

The  Nantwich  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  hen  41  beds;  three  diseases 
can  be  treated  concurrently.  There  are  e.lso  up-to-de.te  ambulance 
facilities  end  steam  disinfecting  appeneutus.  The  Smallpox  Hospital 
is  situate  at  Ravensmoor  end  is  eovaileioie  for  both  Urban  end  Rural 
Districts.

i.  ^A?ater  Supioly. 

There  is  a^  sufficiency  of  weuter  for  the  present  needs  of 
the  existing  popule.tion.  (drought  conditions  excepted)  and  the 
quaJity  of  the  na^tex  is' semisfentor^r.  A  chemicah  and  bauCteriologicaJ 
analysis  are  tahen  eh  lee^st  quarterly. 

The  meojority  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  from 
Bohdiley  Waterworks,  and  the  water  pumped  to  Ravensmoor  Reservoir 
(cenacity  250,000  gallons)  and  rhence  grenitating  to  the  town. 

There  is  eu  constant  supply  end  water  is  supplied  direct 
to  the  houses. 


There  are  several  deeh-ends 
which  will  be  connected  through  so 
for  this  purpose.

There  is  e.  slight  pluhoo- sol  vent  ention;  according  to  the 
anphyRls  this  venies  fram  nil  to  *07  parts  per  100,000  after  24 
hohrs  ccfertaot--  Tin-lined  lead  pipes  are  used  for  house  services. 

Oqcasionehly  there  is  Cu  trene  of  euCtion  on  aluninium  and 
- nintn  but  not  dnough  to  be  stated  numericaolly . 

The  Water  is  treated  "on  the  ’Duafl  Coagulation*  principal 
the  following  chemicals  being  aUded  -  Sulpiiate  of  Alumina,  Sodium 
Aluminate,  Sodium  Carbonate  and  Hydrated  Lime 

Following  the  chemical  treatment  the  water  is  passed 
tlirough  pressurp^.  filters  end  chlorinated. 

An  average  of  243,300  gallons  per  day  were  supplied  from 
the  Baddiley  source. 


The  remcaning  portion  of  the  District  is  supplied  in 
bulk  by  the  Nantw-ich  Rural  District  Comcil  from  the  Becor stone 
Supply  amounting  to  59,000  gaJlons  per  day. 

The  total  dauily  consumption  for  the  Urbaui  District  amounts 
302,800  gallons  which  is  equal  to  34’ 9  gallons  per  head  per  day 
based  on  a  population  of  8,670.

All  Tuberculosis  deaths  have  been  notified.  During  the  year  all 
causes  of  Tuberculosis  reported  have  been  visited,  sputum  cups  and 
disinfectants  provided  gra.tis,  and  leCuflets  containing  information 
for  those  suffering  from  the  disease  have  been  distributed. 

After  deaoth  or  removai  to  hospital,  ail  bedding,  rooms  etc., 
have  been  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Dlpht her ia.  Immuni  sCot  ion 

The  Scheme  whereby  the  Council  has  arranged  for  children  to  be 
immunised  by  their  own  farily  doctor  iian  again  been  successful.  The 
Council  provides  e.  background  of  local  publicity  and  in  addition  a 
direct  appeal  is  maie  to  the  parents  of  children.  It  is  pleasing  to 
report  the  wholeheaurted  co-operaotion  of  the  Medicaol  Practitioners,  the 
Heaith  Visitor  and  the  Press. 

During  the  yean  44  children  under  5  years  of  a.ge  and  13  between 
5  and  15  years  v/ere  immunised,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  Council.

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ATOJAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SAIJITAEY  IHSFECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1944. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Nantwlch  Urban  District  Council. 

I 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1944*  Mr*  P.  Bebbington,  your  late  Sanitary  Inspector  died  in 
June,  1944  snd  I  commenced  duties  on  the  15th  November,  1944‘ 

Housing. 

Only  urgent  repairs  vjhich  have  been  necessary  to  abate  nuisances 
have  been  carried  out;  even  this  worh  has  been  difficult  owing  to 
the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials.  A  rsupid  survey  of  the  district 
reveals  thcot  the  rne.jority  of  working  class  houses  are  aged  and  it  is 
estimated  that  between  450  500  houses  should  be  demolished;  a 

•large  number  of  the- remainder  are  in  a  poor  state  of  repair. 

Owing  to  the  large  proportion  of  simll  two  bedroomed  houses  the 
Council  would  be  ill  advised  to  build  anything  less  than  three-bed- 
roomed  houses  in  the  future.  If  it  is  felt  a.t  a  later  date  that 
accommodation  is  reouired  for  rehousing  aged  couples  otc.^  the 
Council  may  be  advised  to  acquire  some  existing  good -quality  small 
houses.  This  would  to  some  extent  relieve  the' necessity  of 
converting  two  small  cottages  into  one  house,  as  suggested  in  the 
County  Medical  Officer's  Report. 

P0oil  Closets. 

There  were  still  125  pail  closets  in  the  district  at  the  end 
of  the  yea^r. 

Dearies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  I4  cowkeepers  in  the  district,  eight  are  producers 
of  Accredited  milk.  The  Council  iiave  agreed  to  a  scheme  whereby 
milk  sold  in  the  district  should  be  systemautically  exanined  twice 
a  year  for  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis.  In  auddition  it  ha.s  been 
agreed  to  have  bacteriologicaol  samples  tadcen  from  both  designated  and 
non-designated  milk  retailers. 

Bakehouses. 

~  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected  and  found  saotisfactory. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  two  offensive  Trades  estaublished  within  the  district, 
one  large  Tannery  and  a^  Fellmonger.  The  Tannery  is  a  modern  plant 
and  well  run.  I  would  liowever  have  liked  to  have  seen  alternative 
methods  of  dealing  with  the  effluent.  At  present  the  effluent 
passes  into  large  settling  and  balancing  tanl:s  before  pansing  into 
The  sewers.  The  balancing  tanks  are  near  the  centre  of  the  town  and 
in  a  populated  district, 

■  The  Fellmonger 's  prenises  Cure  for  the  present  used  as  a  hide 
and  skin  sorting  and  grading  depot  under  a  Government  scheme.  These 
premises  are  baud  and  should  be  removed  or  rebuilt  at  the  earliest 
possible  opportunity. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  aae  two  CoiTimon  Lodging  Houses.  One  is  structurally 
porr  and  the  Council  decided  to  limit  the  number  of  lodgers  to 
4  until  such  time  as  the  premises  can  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Act,  The  other  premases  are  verminous  and  steps  are  being 
taken  to  remedy  these  conditions. 

Fraud  i  cat  ion  of  Bed  bugs. 

A  number  of  premises  have  been  treated  for  vermin.  In  Council 
Houses  the  work  has  been  done  by  the  Council,  In  other  premises  the 
Council  have  done  the  work  aind  recovered  the  cost.  The  method  used 
has  been  ZaAdecide  sprauy.. 
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Vermin  Generally, 

There  appee^rs  to  be  a,  large  number  of  houses  infested  with 
cockroaches  and  aunts.  Ants  a^re  especiaJly  troublesome  on  the 
Council  Housing  Estate.  Only  a  prolonged  determined  effort  and 
the  co-operaution  of  the  tenants  will  staunp  this  infestaution  out. 

Rats  and  Mice. 

The  destruction  of  rauts  and  mice  is  now  being  caurried  out 
by  the  Coimcil.  The  Cheshire  County  Council  Scheme  whereby  the 
Council  undertalces  to  destroy  rats  and  mice  at  the  occupiers’ 
e}(pense  is  working  well  and  a.,  large  nuinber  of  these  rodents  have 
been  killed.  Generally,  the  occupiers  of  premises  auppreciaute 
the  facilities. 

Rood  and  Drugs  Act. 

This  Act  is  administered  by  OfficiaJs  of  the  County  Council. 
Shops  Act  1934. 

The  saiiitary  provisions  of  this  Act  a^re  administered  by  the 
Council.  Tnen  circumstances  permit  I  would  suggest  that  they 
review  some  of  the  exemptions  granted. 

Infectious  Diseases 


All  caoses  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  had  immediaute 
aut  tent  ion  and  disinfection  of  bedding  and  rooms  was  carried  out. 
Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  sanitany  condition  of  the 
premises. 

Slaughterhouses . 

There  Cure  tvjo  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district; 
these  are  not  being  used.
